Algeria — Algiers. — Month of October, 1910. Population, 157,000.

2, typhus fever 2, tuberculosis 37. 

Brazil — Bio de Janeiro. — Month of October, 1910. Population, 
860,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 1,804, including 
typhoid fever 4, measles 76, diphtheria 3, tuberculosis 392. 

France— Calais. — Month of October, 1910. Population 80,000. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 97, including scarlet fever 1, 
diphtheria 2, tuberculosis 18. 

Marseille. — Month of October, 1910. Population, 517,498. Total 
number of deaths from all causes 772, including typhoid fever 48, 
cholera 2, diphtheria 2, tuberculosis 97. 

Great Britain. — Week ended October 29, 1910. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 77 great towns 
correspond to an annual rate of 13 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 16,940,895. 

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 16.8 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,151,790. The lowest rate was recorded at Drogheda, 
viz, 8.2, and the highest at Clonmel, viz, 35.9, per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns correspond 
to an annual rate of 12.7 per 1,000 of the population, which is esti- 
mated at 1,865,571. The lowest rate was recorded at Aberdeen, 
viz, 8.1, and the highest at Perth, viz, 15.4, per 1,000. The total 
number of deaths from all causes was 460, including typhoid fever 2, 
scarlet fever 7, diphtheria 7.
